A DRY NIAGARA

Oue Occasion Whon the Groat Cataraet
Falled to Roar.
Golden Days.)

It seems aimost inevedible that at one
time in ita history the greatest and most
wounderful waterfall in the world actuslly
ran dry. Nevertheless, it is an established
fact that this occarred on March 29, 1848,
and for a few hours scarcely any water

passed over Niagara Falls

The winter of that year had been an ex-
ceptionally severe one, and ice of unusoal
thickness had formed on Lake Erie. The
warm spring rains loosened this congealed
mass, and on the day in question a hrisk
east wind drove the ice far up into the
lake, About sunset the wind suddenly
veered around and blew a heavy gale irom
the west. This naturally turned the ice in
its course, and, bringing it down to the
mouth of the Niagara river, piled it up in
a solid, impenetrable mass,

8o closely was it packed and so great was
its force that in ashort time the outlet to
the lake was completely choked up, and lit-
tle or no water could possibly escape. Ina
very short space of time the water below
this irogen barrier over the fally, and
the next moruing the people residing in the
neighborhood were treated 1o a most extraor-
dinary spectacle. .

The roaring, tumbling rapids above the
falls were nlmost obliterated, and nothing
but the cold, black rocks were visible 10 all
directions. The news quickly spread, and
crowds of spectators flocked to view the
srene, the banks on each side of the river
being lined with people during the whole
day. At last there came a break in the ice;
it was released from its restraint; the pent-up
wall of water rushed downward, and Niag-
ara was itself again.
